During  the  year  under  review  57  cases  of  scabies  were  teafed 
at  the  First  Aid  Cleansing  Station  the  treatment  is  carried  out  by 
the  First  Aid  Personnel  under  my  supervision. 

All  clothing  from  patients  is  disinfected  on  the  completion 
of  treatment. 

The  incidence  of  scabies  is  now  considerable  reduced. 

Vencral  Diseases. 


So  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  veneral  disease  is  rare  in  this 
area;  no  cases  have  been  reported  during  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Health 
Authority.  There  is  one  Health  Visitor,  and  also  one  District 
Nurse  who  attend  all  maternity  cases.
